High school seeks sewer options for new building

Community High School officials are 
scouting for the most cost-effective sewer 
plan for the proposed high school build- 
ing. 

"Obviously, we're looking at whatever 
option would save the district money in 
the long run," said ACHS Disu 117 Supt. 
Gary Allen. 

The decision to locate the new school at 
the district-owned Policy Field was based, 
in part, on the proximity to the Village of 
Lindenhurst's wastewater treatment facility 
(nearing completion). However, another 
option opened up when it was determined 
that the site lies within the facility plan 
area of the Village of Lake Villa. 

"We're trying, to keep open a couple of 
options," said Allen, "either going 



through Lindcnhurst or going through the 
Lake Villa Fox Lake Sanitary District" 

A first round of discussion was held Feb. 
1, between Allen, ACHS engineers, Lake 
Villa Mayor Joyce Frayer and developer 
Dan Bartok of Clarion Development, to 
study the feasibility of hooking the high 
school's sewer lines into Lake Villa's 
proposed extension into Lake County's 
Fox Lake Sanitary District. 

Clarion Development owns property 
known as Painted Lakes directly adjacent 
to the Policy site in Lake Villa. Place- 
ment of a sewer line through the site may 
provide a shorter and less costly alterna- 
tive to the Lindcnhurst system. However, 
projected costs of such a project have not 
yet been determined and the Lake Villa 
extension is pending approval by the Lake 
County Board. 

"We're wailing to see if, in fact, the 
timing would be right to go through the 



Fox Lake Sanitary District," said Allen. 

According to Frayer, the Lake Villa ex- 
tension agreement should be on the agenda 
for the April 9 county board meeting. If 
approved, the village may proceed with 
the project with $700,000 already secured 
through Clarion for the south sewer line. 
Pursuant to the annexation agreement for 
Painted Lakes, Clarion would also pay 30 
percent of the cost of the north extension, 
which could include the high school. The 
remaining 70 percent is scheduled to be 
paid by grants from the Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency (TEPA). 

School officials are expected to continue 
to work closely with both Lindcnhurst and 
Lake Villa, as well as with Clarion, to 
determine the most practical alternative, 

"I'm not looking for anything to stand in

This is the busiest of times for Agustin, 
whose, unlike owner WDC, relationship 
with the Mills will largely end on Aug. 8 
when the first customers visit.

Gumee Mayor Dick Wclton, who also 
runs three Cub Food outlets in Lake 
County, praised the presence of the Mills. 
He said the project will enhance the 
economic status of Lake County. 
"Through the genius of WDC and the 
cntrcprcneuralship, they have improved on 
every facet of the concept," Welton said. 

Village officials have visited the WDC 
mills concepts in Philadelphia, 
Washington and south Florida.

The work may have tailed off, but with 
spring in the aii\ Antioch's beaver 
population will be back at the grind. The 
problem is gnawing away at property 
owners, divided over the manner in which 
to deal with it. They will meet Monday, 
Feb. 1 1 in search of a solution. 

A plan by the Channel Lakes Home- 
owners Association to place traps and kill 
the beavers was stalled by residents look- 
ing for more humane solution. 

"I think there's got to be a better way 
to do it," said Annie Morris a resident op- 
posed to killing the animals. 

A beaver trap was discovered in water 
where beavers have set up shop near the

"We're going to keep looking to see 
that there are no traps," added Morris, "I'm 
not giving up on this, I think it's worth it 
to pursue having them moved in a hu- 
mane fashion." 

Meanwhile, the problem is growing 
and may be biting into the natural config- 
uration of the launch area. Mike Dunaj, 
caretaker of the channel area, says the 
problem is the worst he's seen in 14 
years. Left uncontrolled, Dunaj fears the 
destruction of the trees will undermine the 
root system of the landscape bordering me 
channel. Consequently, the land could de- 
tach and the channel would be lost. 

"For every beaver you see, there's five 
you don't sec," said Dunaj, who estimates 
that about 100 trees have been downed. 

Morris believes the problem may have 
been exacerbated when the channel was 
dredged in 1989, an action that has re- 
sulted in an investigation by the EPA. 

"They have attracted the beaver situa- 
tion," said Morris, "what they did was to- 
tally illegal and basically what they're do- 
ing is blaming it on the beavers." 

IDOC Conservation Officer Rick 
Giovengo describes the situation as a case 
of man versus animal. 

"It's unfortunate that man has altered 
his environment so there's an imbalance 
in the ecosystem, so there's an over-abun- 
dance," said Giovengo. 

Wolves, bears and other natural preda- 
tors of the beavers have long since left the 
area. Hence, the proliferation of the beaver 
population has caused many property 
owner to consider them nuisances and al- 
ready over-populated forest preserves to 
refuse to relocate the animals. 



The animals are classified as furbearcrs 
and may be trapped from Nov. 13 through 
March 31. Common types of traps are the 
leg-hold, which causes the animal to 

drown, and the conibear, which trips a 



mechanism to break the beaver's neck. 

"If we didn't think there was a popula- 
tion problem, we wouldn't have a season 
on them," said Giovengo, "that's how we 
keep the population in control."

Portable classrooms could 
cure Dist. 34 space woes 



Two additional classrooms arc needed in 
Antioch Grade School Dist. 34 to ac- 
commodate the growth within the district. 
The most feasible option, according to 
Supl. Dr. Donald Skidmorc, is procure- 
ment of portable classrooms. 

"As distasteful as the use of portable 
classrooms may be, it appears to be the 
best option we have at this time," said 
Skidmorc in a monthly report, "it makes 
financial sense and causes the least 
disruption and inconvenience to our pro- 
grams, studcnLs and staff." 

Other options probed by Skidmorc in- 
clude offering SEDOL two less class- 
rooms, discontinue teaching general music 
in the music rooms at Oakland and Anti- 
och Lower Grade School, partition the li- 
braries at Oakland and Antioch Lower 
Grade School, or bus classes outside the 
district to rented classroom space, the 
nearest of which is available in Zion or 
Waukcgan. 

By restricting SEDOL to two less 



classrooms, Skidmorc anticipates that the 
program would be forced to seek housing 
at alternate sites, thus placing an addi- 
tional assessment of $30,000 ($15,000 
per classroom) on the district. Also as a 
consequence, additional students would 
have to be bused outside the district. 

The transfer of the music program to 
regular classrooms, Skidmore predicts, 
would place a obvious restriction on the 
program, as would partitioning of the li- 
braries.

10 cent toll sought 
for Tri-State link

Last year, I reported here of the 
"highway robbery" at 4 a.m. on June 30 
when the legislature passed House Bill 
4190 to give the Illinois State Toll 
Highway Authority awesome powers. 
They can virtually build a tollway 
anywhere they want with a simple 
approval by resolution adopted by the 
legislature.. .and that can be done in five 
minutes. 

As the 87lh General Assembly begins, 
I have so far filed three bills relating to 
tollways. If we don't curb the power of the 
tollway agency, the whole philosophy of

tollways as "user highways" will have 
been subverted from this day on. 

House Bill No. 73 provides that tolls 
on the Tri-State and Northwest Tollways 
shall not exceed 10 cents. Also, it 
stipulates that those tolls shall be used 
only for repair, maintenance, or 
reconstruction of those tollways. In other 
words, the tolls could not be used to build 
new tollways. 

Of course, I realize that one can 
criticize a bill that mandates such a low 
toll, one dime. Surely, such a low-proceed 
toll would bring even more traffic. I 
understand all of that, but the legislation 
was introduced to make a point. If a loll is 
to be collected from users of the Tri-State 
and Northwest tollways, it should be used 
only to repair those highways. They have 
long since paid for those highways... 10 
years ago. 

The better, logical, and moral thing to 
do is to totally eliminate tolls on the Tri- 
Statc and Northwest tollways. Has anyone 
computed the cost of traffic congestion 
caused by the long lines at toll-collection 
booths? Release that congestion by 
removing tolls there. By doing that, you 
would also require the North-South 
Tollway to be what it should be; a user 
highway paying for itself. 

House Bill No. 173 requires the Toll 
Highway Authority to complete an 
environmental impact statement before 
beginning new toll highway projects. It 
forbids use of environmentally or 
historically significant lands for loll 
highway projects unless there is no 
alternative. 

The bill is similar to an amendment 
that I tried to offer last year. It was drafted 
by the Open Lands Project and the Illinois 
Environmental Council. Environmental 
groups arc rallying to support H.B. 173 as 



a way to halt the power of the Toll 
Highway Authority to ignore 
environmental concerns when constructing 
tollways. 

When the state's Department of 
Transportation (DOT) constructs 
highways it must follow federal laws and 
guidelines -under the National 
Environmental Protection Act. The 
argument that DOT uses federal funds 
when it builds highways while the Toll 
Highway Authority uses no federal 
money, "doesn't wash." The environment 
must be a major concern and must be 
protected, whether state, federal, or other 
funds are used. 

House Bill No. 174 is a major bill 
which would repeal much of what the 
legislature did that early June 30th 
morning. Mainly, the revenues of existing 
tollways could not be used for new 
tollway construction. Also, before a new 
tollway is authorized, it would require 
public hearings in each county where the 
tollway is proposed. The legislature would 
be required, after the public hearings, to 
approve such new tollways by an Act, 
rather than by joint resolution. That 
means, a new tollway would not be 
quickly "greased," and more deliberate 
consideration would be required. 

Taxpayers in Lake County have a stake 
in what's going on by giving the Toll 
Highway Authority new, virtually 
unlimited powers. We arc paying high 
taxes "at the pump." Instead of being used 
for highway purposes, federal motor fuel 
taxes are being used for budget deficit 
reduction. 

U.S. Transportation Secretary Sam 
Skinner has warned that states must rely 
more on "user fees," or tollways, to build 
highways in the future. What he has said 
is that we'll be jolted twicc.at toll 
collection boolhs and when we buy gas. 

First, I think that it is unfair to hit us 
with a "double-tax whammy," Second, 
even if we are going to impose "user 
fees," make them pure as user fees. 
Allowing the North-South Tollway to be 
constructed with revenues paid by Tri- 
State motorist falls outside the definition 
of user-fecs. 

My bills face an "uphill fight." The 
Toll Highway Authority hires a powerful 
lobbyist. The "bond people" will fight the 
bills. The "road building lobby" will fight 
the bills. "Political power-houses" will 
oppose the bills. But, I believe that I'm 
right that the Tri-State Tollway, by users, 
has been paid for and should be a freeway, 
as promised. I believe that I'm right in 
protecting the environment. And I know 
that many people, taxpayers and 
motorists, agree with me.

This could pave the way for 
the appointment of a prominent 
Lake County Republican to the 
authority. Such a person is none 
other than Jack Diamond, 
Waukegan Twp. GOP chairman 
and man who helped marshall the 
other Republican precinct foot 
soldiers in Edgar's November vic- 
tory. 

There is an interesting connec- 
tion between Diamond and the 
new tollway chairman. Hickman 
was formerly deputy director of 
accounting revenue in the secre- 
tary of state's Financial Institu- 
tions Division. This is the same 
branch for which Diamond labors. 

Could such an appointment 
mean that Robert Neal, a Thomp- 
son appointment to the authority, 
will have to shed one of his many 
hats? There is such speculation. 

But if Neal stays, look for Di- 
amond to get a juicer political 
plum. Everyone who knows say 
he is a diamond in the rough. But 
he is in the right place at the 
right time.

That marked the creation of the Bell 
Curve, which — based on the laws of 
chance — is accurate 99.7 percent of the 
time. 

The inspection of incoming products 
was based on the laws of chance, which 
"never, never, never, change," Beck said. 
"A few samples of incoming goods were 
checked, and it was derived by mathemat- 
ics if the lot was good." 

Beck said because of the life-or-death 
importance of their products, 
"pharmaceutical companies were at the 
forefront of quality engineering." 

A group led by Dr. Edwards Demming 
then came up with a formula for the qual- 
ity control of products before they were 
manufactured. 

Beck said the American people had a 
cool response to Demming's theory, 
however. "They said, 'We make the best 
stuff in the world."* 

But after WW II, Japan was open to 
anything. 

"Japan was wiped out after World War 
II, and they came to the president for 
help," Beck said. *'He called Demming, 
and he said he'd help, if they (the 
Japanese) would do everything he said." 

The Test is history. Japan is an indus- 
trial giant, and according to Beck, Ameri- 
can businesses are on the decline as our 
industrial complex becomes more and 
more service-oriented. 

That brings us back to statistical pro- 
cess control, which is what a quality con- 
trol engineer implements. 

SPC is what Demming taught the 
Japanese. Mathematical charts or formulas 
arc used to ensure that work will be done 
right before it's done at all. 

"It's a complex subject, but it's a very 
simple one once you understand the whole 
picture," Beck said. "It's a system created 
to give light at (he end of the tunnel for 
small businesses, which are having diffi- 
culties today." 

With SPC, control is the key word. 

"It's a mathematical science that gives 
the worker control over his environment 
— he knows today if he's going to make a 
good product tomorrow," Beck said.

"He can make the product right the 
first time — if it's bad, he can stop mak- 
ing it. 

"And it gives him a wonderful, eu- 
phoric psychological feeling — he's proud 
of what he does. 

"SPC is so psychological. The most 
gratifying thing is the smiles on the faces 
of employees." 

Beck said she has proof positive that 
SPC will work for a small business. 
While working at Abbott, she helped a 
printing vendor implement SPC, and the 
company realized a revenue growth of 
from $7 million to $11 million the next 
year. '•> 

Now it's time for — you remember — 
the Car Spa. 

Beck has installed a very sophisticated 
computerized system called Washworx, 
and it'll help her implement SPC. 

"I'm going to gather a tremendous 
amount of data," Beck said. "It will take 
one, two, three years to do that," 

In the meantime. Car Spa employees, 
or "associates," are on a profit-sharing 
program. 

"It's a very special form of profit shar- 
ing," Beck explained. "We don't promise 
anything. We're all trying to build some- 
thing together. They're working towards 
extensive quality and to keep them com- 
ing back and talking about us. Through 
that, perhaps they'll become financially 
secure. 

"Employees make or break them 
(businesses)," Beck said. "Owners don't 
seem to realize that. 

"I've got fantastic people working

Choose lump-sum distribution options very carefully 



If you arc about lo retire 
or change jobs, or if your 
employer is terminating a 
retirement plan, you may be 
eligible lo receive a "lump- 
sum distribution," as de- 
fined by the Internal Rev- 
enue code. Such a distribu- 
tion may be substantial and 
may represent one of the 
cornerstones of your retire- 
ment security. So consider 
your options carefully be- 
fore making a decision re- 
garding distributions. 

Two main options need to 
be addressed. There are 
many IRS rules and regula- 
tions concerning retirement 
plan distributions that you 
should discuss with your 
tax advisor. But questions 
will generally lead lo con- 
sider two options: 

Should I roll my 
distribution over into 
an IRA rollover ac- 
count? 

The advantages of paying 
taxes now if you decide not 
to roll your distribution 
over into an IRA rollover 
account, you will pay taxes 
in the year you receive the 
distribution and have the 
remainder lo invest as you 
please, without regard lo 
further IRS rules and 
regulations. 

The main benefit of pay- 
ing taxes on the distribution 



now is that you may be 
eligible for a special tax 
treatment of five or 10 year 
forward tax averaging or 
capital gains treatment If 
that is the case, you may 
pay a lower tax rate than 
usual on the distribution. 
Otherwise, the distribution 
will be taxed at your ordi- 
nary income lax rale. 

If you are under the age of 
59 1/2, you may be subject 
to a 10 percent premature 
withdrawal penalty on your 
distribution. 

Second option is to 
roll your distribution 
over into an IRA 
rollover account. 

This alternative assures 
that your assets will con- 
tinue working lo provide for 
your retirement. The main 
benefit of rolling over a 
distribution is that you 
would continue to defer 
current taxes on these assets 
until they arc withdrawn 
from the IRA rollover ac- 
count. 

The advantages of tax-de- 
ferred growth arc consider- 
able. All assets in your 
IRA, including the earnings 
on your rollover, will con- 
tinue to grow free from 
current taxes until your be- 
gin distributions from the 
account Under current IRS 
regulations, you need not 



begin receiving distribu- 
tions from your IRA until 
you reach age 70 1/2. 

Rollover facts to keep in 
mind as you can see, there 
arc significant advantages to 
IRA rollovers. Now let's 
consider some additional 
important facts about 
rollovers. 

You have only 60 days 
from the receipt of your 
lump-sum distribution to 
roll over to an IRA. 

You may roll over all pre- 
tax contributions and all 
earnings from the distribu- 
tion from your employer's 
plan. However, you may 
not roll over any after-tax 
contributions. 

Regardless of whether it 
is deductible, you may take 
your annual $2,000 IRA 
contribution to your IRA 
rollover account However, 
mixing regular IRA contri- 
butions with your rollover 
amount will prohibit you 
from rolling your distribu- 
tion back into another em- 
ployer's qualified plan in the 
future. 

With a contributory IRA, 
you can only put in cash, 
but with a rollover IRA, if 
you receive non-cash assets 
as part of your distribution 
you can put them in di- 
rectly. For example, if you 
receive shares of your em-

In order to put them in 
your rollover IRA you may 
take distributions from your 
IRA rollover account at any 
lime.

"A recent study has 
shown that families, 
women with children under 
age five, account for 40 
percent of the people who 
are homeless," said Public 
Aid Director Kathleen 
Kustra. 

Taxpayers can donate any 
amount over SI to the fund 
by writing that amount on 



line 16D of their 1990 
Illinois Income Tax form. 
Taxpayers can donate their 
refund, or any part of it over 
SI, or they can write a 
check for the amount they 
would like to donate if they 
are not due a refund. 

Public Aid uses the 
money for capital 
improvements to Illinois 
shelters to expand capacity 
and/or accessibility to 
facilities serving homeless 
people. It will also be used 
to transport homeless 
people in rural areas to

If you sold your home at 
a profit in 1990, Uncle Sam 
may be a "beneficial part- 
ner" in the transaction. 

The secret to minimizing 
potential tax liability lies in 
keeping detailed records, ad- 
vises Robert G. Walters, 
senior vice president of 
Baird & Warner and general 
manager of the company's 
residential sales group. 
Your age is also a factor. 

"The steady rise in home 
values in recent years and 
the potential tax burden is 
especially relevant to any- 
one who sold a house last 
year," said Walters, 
explaining: 

"Profit on the sale of a 
house is taxable income, 
subject to certain allowable 
deductions. The surest way 
to avoid paying large tax 
bills is to take advantage of 
all legitimate tax deduc- 
tions." 

If you are under 55, one 
sure way to avoid taxes on 
your profit, technically 
known as a capital gain, is 
to reinvest it in another 
costlier home within 24 
months. If you're over 55 
you might be able to avoid 
taxes altogether, 

An example of the 
potential tax benefits of 
home sale is: You bought a 
home in the Chicago area in 
1982 for S75.000 and sold 
it in 1990 for S125.0OM. if 

you did not keep rcr ,.ds, 
you might have to pay lax 
on a capital gain of S50.000 
the difference between your 
buying and selling prices. 

However, many costs of 
buying and selling the 
house, as well as certain 
improvements made during 
occupancy, can be sub- 
tracted from the profit to 
reduce your eventual tax li- 
ability. 



Using the same example, 
following is a hypothetical 
case of how a homeowner 
can benefit by keeping 
accurate records over the 
years that he/she owned the 
home: 

When you bought the 
house in 1982, you paid 
$250 to an attorney to han- 
dle the deal, and another 
$250 for title search and in- 
surance, recording survey 
and appraisal fee. This added 
$500 to the purchase price, 
which eventually can be de- 
ducted. 

Two years later, in 1984, 
you added a bedroom at a 
costof$10,000;anin 1986 
you remodeled a bathroom 
at a cost of $5,000. In this 
example, $15,000 can be 
subtracted from the profit 
when the house is sold. 

When you sold the house 
in 1990, you also paid sell- 
ing expenses, including the 
broker's six percent com- 
mission, attorney's fees, 
advertising costs, mortgage 
satisfaction fee, state tax 
stamp and title abstract. 
Also, you may further 
lower the amount of capital 
gain "profit" by deferring 
certain fixing-up expenses, 
such as repainting, to 
within 90 days of the date 
that you put you home up 
for sale. 

In the example, if total 
selling expenses were 
$6,800, that amount would 
be deductible. Here is how 
it adds up (and subtracts): 
Selling price of home 

$125,000 
Selling expenses 
6,800 

Original purchase price 
75,000 

Purchase expenses 
500 

Allowable improvement 
costs during ownership 

15,000 



New revenue ruling 
for statutory employees 



Full time Life Insurance 
salespeople, agent and 
commission drivers, 
traveling salespeople, and 
other statutory employees 
can deduct business 
expenses free of two percent 
floor on miscellaneous 
deductions. 

Statutory employees are 
those who are considered 
employees for Social 
Security and unemployment 
tax purposes only. Their 
income is reported on a W-2 
and their employer will 
withhold FICA (Social 
Security) taxes for them, 
but does not withhold taxes 
for the Federal or State. Up 
until now these employees 
had to claim their W-2 
wages as employee wages 
and business expenses 
which were incurred were 
claimed on Schedule A as 
miscellaneous deductions 
subject to two percent of 
their Adjusted Gross 
Income. 

Revenue Ruling 90-93 
has changed this. The IRS 
says that they are not longer 



considered employees for 
purposes of the rule 
imposing the two percent 
floor on employee business 
expenses. These employees 
will now be able to use 
Schedule C-Profit or Loss 
From Busincss-for reporting 
their income. They will be 
able to deduct their business 
expenses directly off of the 
income earned. This allows 
for a full deduction of their 
expenses not subject to the 
two percent rule. Neither 
will they pay self- 
employment tax since their 
income is reported on a W- 
2. 

Further, the IRS is 
retroactively allowing full 
deductions for statutory 
employee's business 
expenses incurred after 
1986. This means those 
employees who used 
Schedule A to list their 
expenses and were subject 
to the two percent rule will 
be able to amend their tax 
returns for tax years 1987, 
1988, and 1989 and receive 
an extra refund. 



Difference 

$27,700 

If you don't buy or build 
another house within the 
next two years, this 
$27,700 is the amount on 
which you pay income tax, 
rather than $50,000. 

None of this tax saving 
can be accomplished with- 
out detailed record keeping. 

Margaret Hamplcman, an 
associate with the Hccht- 



man & Associates account- ' 
ing firm in Wilmettc, says 
an individual aged 55 or 
more may qualify for a 
once-in-a-lifctimc tax 
exclusion of up to 
$125,000 on the sale of a 
principal residence. 

There arc some restric- 
tions on this particular tax 
exclusion. For example, to 
qualify, the seller must have 
used the house as a personal 



residence for three of the 
past five years. 

But sellers shouldn't au- 
tomatically take the one- 
time-only tax break just 
because they reach age 55, 
Hamplcman advises. 

"Timing is critical. At 
times, it may make more 
sense for a qualified seller 
not to claim the exclusion 
if there's a possibility that 
he or she will buy another 



house at some future date," 
she says. 

Walters urges home sell- 
ers seeking clarification 
about tax liabilities to con- 
tact the IRS, a tax accoun- 
tant or an attorney, "since 
significant sums of money 
may be involved."

Early tax returns gets quicker refund checks

The early bird gets a 
quicker refund, and 
according to the Internal 
Revenue Service, people 
who file early usually make 
fewer mistakes too. 

If one sends in their return 
now, there's a good chance a 
refund check will be 
received within four to six 
weeks. Returns sent in 



March or April can take six 
to eight weeks and 
sometimes longer. 

Following are several lips 
that can cut down on errors 
and help speed up tax 
refunds. 

•Write the full name and, 
if age two or more, the 
social security number of 
each dependent claimed on 
the front of the form. 



■Get a W-2 form from 
each employer for working 
during 1990 and attach il to 
the form. Most banks and 
businesses are also required 
to give a year-end 
statement, usually a form 
1099. 

■Sign the return. If 
married and file a joint 
return, both husband and 



What to do if you 
don't get your W-2 



If your were an employee 
at any time during 1990, 
you should have received 
your Form W-2, Wage and 
Tax Statement from your 
employees) by Jan. 31. But 
what if you didn't? 

You can turn to the IRS 
for help in obtaining your 
W-2, but only after you 
have tired first to help 
yourself. If you have 
moved, or held a number of 
jobs during the year, it is 
possible one or more W-2s 
may not reach you. Among 
the suggestions from the 
IRS on what action you can 
take arc: 



•Write your former 
employer giving him or her 
your name, former and 
current address, and social 
security number. It would 
also speed up the process if 
you include a self addressed 
stamped envelope. 

•Go to your former 
employer and pick it up. 
You might want to call 
first to be sure it is 
available. 

•If you arc working for 
the same employer and have 
not received your W-2, 
check with your payroll or 
personnel department 

After Feb. 15, if you have 



tried your best, and you 
have still been unable to 
obtain your W-2 form, your 
can call the IRS at 
(312)435-1040. They will 
provide you with a form 
which can be used as a sub- 
stitute W-2 and also write 
to your employer asking 
why you did not receive a 
W-2. 

Before calling the IRS, 
however, be sure to have 
your complete name, 
address, and social security 
number handy, as well as 
the name, address, and 
phone number of your 
employer.

In a large pan, saute garlic, onions and celery in mcitcd

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Electroliner fetes 50 years 



Illinois Railway Mu- 
seum will be holding a re- 
dedication • ceremony and 
50th birthday party for the 
Electroliner, the world's 
first all-electric stream- 
lined train, on Saturday, 
Feb. 9. The ceremony, 
which is part of the mu- 
seum's Electroliner Week- 
end, will be held at the 
museum grounds at 10:30 
a.m. Rides on the famed 
streamliner will follow 
beginning at 11 a.m., 
through dusk, and again 
on Sunday from 11 a.m. 
to dusk. 

The Electroliner was one 
of two trains built in 1941 
for the Chicago, North 
Shore & Milwaukee Rail- 
road, an electrified interur- 
ban railroad that ran be- 
tween downtown Chicago 
and downtown Milwaukee 
until its abandonment in 
1963. The trains were 
completely "state of the 
art" in 1941, and were 
considered by many con- 
temporary designers as the 
most beautiful stream- 
liners ever built. 

Adorned with speed 
striping and wearing dis- 
tinctive red and green 
colors, the Electro liners 
flashed across Lake 
County several times a 
day along the famed 
Skokie Valley route, never 
failing to arouse feelings 
of awe and pride in spec- 
tators. 

Operating on 600 volt 
direct current, the Electro- 
liners were capable of 
speeds up to 110 mph, al- 
though a Federally-im- 
posed speed limit restricted 
their speeds to under 79 
mph. Nevertheless, the 
two trains maintained a 
timecard that called for 
five Electroliner round 
trips a day between the 
two cities with a 1 hour, 
54 minute schedule termi- 
nal to terminal. 

Between Dempster St., 
Skokie, and Lake Bluff, 
the train's route ran

curve radii in excess of 
one mile. Between 
Waukcgan and the south 
side of Milwaukee the line 
had only four curves. 
During the 22 years of 
service on the North Shore 
Line each Electroliner 
amassed more than three 
million miles, most of it 
at speeds above 70 mph. 
Following the abandon- 
ment of the North Shore 
Line, the trains were sold 
to the Philadelphia Sub- 
urban Transportation Co. 
(Red Arrow Lines) for 
another 18 years of service 
as the Liberty Liners 
Valley Forge and 
Independence Hall. 

Beginning in 1982, the 
museum began an 8-year, 
$100,000 restoration pro- 
ject that included a com- 
plete renovation of ihz 
control and braking sys- 
tems; an overhaul of the 
propulsion, running gear, 
air conditioning, and heat- 
ing systems; and a com- 
plete rebuilding of the four

Mystery man strikes in Mundelein 



Police, 



Mundelein police have been joined by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
Libertyville and Wheeling police in look- 
ing for a slick, overweight, practiced bank 
robber. 

His latest heist was Feb. 4 at the First 
Midwest Bank of Lake County, 1500 E. 
Ailanson Rd., Mundelein, near the inter- 
section of Butterficld Rd. The man got an 
undetermined amount of money in a five- 
minute holdup that was identical to other 
bank robberies in the past year. 

Last May it was the Tallman Savings 
and Loan in Libertyville. On Nov. 15 the 
First Colonial Bank in Wheeling was

robbed in almost the same way. On 
March 5, 1990, his picture was taken 
while robbing the Savings of America 
Bank, 6115 S. Pulaski Rd., in Chicago. 
The man is believed to also have been 
responsible for similar holdups last year at 
banks in Norridge and Skokie. 

At 10:30 a.m. on Feb. 4 the robber 
entered the remotely located bank in 
Mundelein's industrial area and walked up 
to the head teller. "Give me your f....ing 
money," he said, "all of it. Right now!" 

The man displayed a large caliber 
handgun as the head teller and two others 
emptied their cash drawers onto the 



counter in front of them. The robber then 
walked from teller to teller, sweeping the 
money into a canvas gym bag. He carried 
a scanner to monitor police calls. 

Two customers were in the bank at the 
time and a third walked in about the time 
the robber was leaving. While the robbery 
was in progress one of the cashiers pressed 
the bank burglar alarm alerting Mundelein 
police. The bank surveillance camera was 
notoperating. 

The man walked outside, with the 
money, got into a blue Nissan station 
wagon and drove away, all in less than 
five minutes. The vehicle was found by 



responding police parked three blocks 
away on Washington St. in an industrial 
area. It was stolen over the weekend in 
Skokie. 

Police Chief Wallace Frazier said all 
units were on the scene within minutes. 

The modus operandi used by the robber 
is identical to other holdups being studied 
by police and the FBI. 

The robber is described as being a 
portly 230 to 250 pounds, between 30 and 
40 years old, which is difficult to deter- 
mine because of his false beard, wearing a 
blue nylon jacket, dark colored baseball 
cap and sunglasses.

When Pat Lejman was getting his 
introduction to basketball, he already had a 
clear idea of who his NBA hero would be.

"I was supposed to front him and the guy 
guarding Schmidt (Todd) was to stay come 
over and help," Lejman said of the 
Panthers' defensive strategy. 

"We had success looking inside. We had 
been getting away from that in the past 
few games, looking for the three-pointer 
first," Round Lake Coach Bob Ward said. 

The Panthers improved to 18-3 overall 
with the win, keeping the conference 
record perfect at 10-0. Wauconda, 4-7 in 
the NWSC and 8-13 overall, is at 
Marengo Feb. 8 while Round Lake hosts 
Lake Zurich. 

"This group has been in this type of 
situation before. We came back well in the 
fourth quarter," Ward said. 

Round Lake, which also received 11 
points from Garrett Horn and Dave 
Burton, trailed 43-37 after a layup by 
Roberts in the third quarter. The Wauconda 
band proceeded to play the "Mission 
Impossible" theme song. Round Lake was 
in a onc-for-14 shooting slump at the time 
and one could almost hear the famous 



"Book em, Dano". 
But the Panthers, after calling timeout, 
regroped. They kicked up the tempo of the 
press as they have not done all game, and 
the timing, like the league record, stayed 
perfect Wauconda would commit seven 
turnovers after the timeout. 
Still, there was actually the matter of 
playing catchup.

Sabourin said the Bulldogs have been 
working hard to mix up the offense. 
Dcmitri Hernandez led the home team with 
19 points. 

"The way we run our offense, four kids 
can score," Sabourin said. 
The game was an entertaining one even 
before the whistle sounded. A scuffle 
before the game led to a discussion, 
ultimately resulting in a technical foul on 
a Wauconda player in the second quarter. 
Still, the Bulldogs stayed with the bigger 
Panthers, who had handled them once in 
Thanksgiving toumey and then in NWSC 
play. 

"You have to give credit to (Dave) 
Gardner and his kids. The exact same thing 
happened last year when we played them 
three limes," Ward said. 
The game brought back memories for 
Sabourin, who recalled when he beat 
Marengo's sophomores at Wauconda a few 
years ago. 

"We hope this is something to bring 
back quality basketball to Wauconda,"
